Empire.” The band under Bandmaster 
Fred Beddington interspersed the ad¬ 
dresses by playing “The Maple Leaf 
Forever.” ,

Barnes, O. C. 18th Field Brigade; Ser¬ 
geant Challis Eacott. 

Mr. Kellock made the presentation 
address of souvenir buttons to the 
school children, impressing on them 
the fact that no matter what may be 
said to influence public opinion in 
rather troublous times, they should al¬ 
ways remember they were living under 
the best form of government in the 
world. 

Three cheers were given for the 
King and Queen, the band played “O 
Canada" and the program came to a 
close, following which every child was 
presented with a souvenir button and a 
ten-cent piece. 

The dance sponsored by the Cana¬ 
dian Legion in the evening was at¬ 
tended by a large number of people 
from town and district, and after all 
expenses are paid the balance will be 
given to the Jubilee Cancer Fund.
